WHERE POLITICS GOVERN JUSTICE. 

The Soviet authorities at Moscow announce 
that the death penalty imposed upon Archbishop 
Jepliak, head of the Roman Catholic church in 
Russia, has been commuted to ten years’ impris- 
onment—in striet confinement—which will prob- 
ably amount to the same thing by less merciful 
means. The appeal for clemency on behalf of 
Vicar General Butchkavitch was refused. In 
making the announcement the Moscow officials 
were careful to state that the sentence of the 
archbishop was not mitigated from considera- 
tions of justice or mercy, or because the United 
States and other foreign powers had intervened 
on his behalf, but for political reasons only. It 
was feared that ‘‘a certain section of the Catholic 
“citizens of Russia might exploit the sentence 
‘‘as being directed against the priests and their 
religion. ’’ 

That is to say, justice in Russia is a matter of 
‘*pull’’ and is openly admitted to be so. Had the 
archbishop not been the head of a numerically 
powerful section of the people he would have 
been shot. His life-is spared because it is feared 
that his co-religionists would interpret his mur- 
der as an act of hostility toward their religion or 
their religious organization, and would make 
trouble for the autocrats when the opportunity 
came, 


THE GOVERNMENT BARS THE WAY. 


Thereis to be no pruning of the estimates 
brought down by the Provincial Government. 
That is the necessary conclusion from the state- 
ments made by the three Ministers who took part 
in the budget debate on Wednesday. The Minis- 
ters explicity refused to agree to the suggestion 
that a joint committee of the Legislature should 
be created to go over the estimates and bring the 
total of the proposed outlay down to the amount 
of revenue that is reasonably likely to be received. 
But they went farther than that. They declared 
that it is not advisable to reduce expenditure by 
the million dollars necessary to make the pro- 
bable income equal the intended outgo. That ap- 
parently ends the matter so far as the Govern 
ment is concerned. The estimates represent the 
“irreducible minimum,’’ beyond which they will 
not permit the members to go in the interests of 
their taxpaying constituents. The Legislature 
must pass the spending program without down. 
ward revisiou or turn the Government out of of- 
fice. That is the ultimatum handed to the mem- 
bers. 

The attitude of the Government, as thus offi- 
cially defined, is one of refusal to make ends meet, 
or to allow the Legislature to take any step in 
that direction. 


ning expenses ; another million—or twice or thrice 
that suin—is to be added to the debt which will 
have to be paid with interest in future years; and 
any hope that taxation would be reduced, or 
would even not be increased at the present ses- 
sion, goes by the board. As a year ago, after all 
the Premier’s pious talk about economy his spend- 
thrift associates boldly declare that there is to be 
no economy and that they do not believe there 
should be. The fiscal policy of the Government as 
thus laid down is one of continued annual de- 
ficits, increased debts, and heavier taxation. 

There will be no getting away from the fact 
that this course is taken by the Government vol- 
untarily, deliberately and resolutely. The Minis- 
ters are not refusing to retrench because they are 
afraid of the political consequences. The Opposi- 
tion openly offered to share those consequences, 
and all other responsibilties involved, with the 
Ministers and their supporters, 

Neither can it be plead when election time 
comes, that the Opposition talked retrenchment 
in general terms but refused to say where the re- 
trenching should be done. The Opposition mem- 
bers openly proposed to go into committee with 
the Ministers and their supporters, to take up the 
estimates in detail, and to say where expenditures 
could and should be pruned. 

There were no ‘‘glittering generalties’’ about 
‘hat order, and no political strings tied to it. 
was a frank challenge to the Government and its 
followers to set political considerations aside, 
waive party strategy, and unite in a serious at- 
tempt to meet a grave financial situation in the 
only way it can be properly met—-by cutting 
expenditure, without fear or favor, down to the 
level of the prospective income.

aside, the rule he Jays down is a sound one. It has 
been tried too thoroughly and proven too con- 
clusively to be challenged, Of course 
fluctuations in cattle prices and profits, as there 
are in the prices and profits of any other farm 
product. But in the long run the farmer who 
keeps cows has less worrying to do about the 
financial end of his business than the one who de- 
pends upon the proceeds of grain crops. And 
when a cycle of hard times strikes the world it is 
not in the stock-raising districts that the sheriff 
is a busy man. 

The cow is one of the things without which 
modern civilization could not exist. Living and 
dead she is a prime necessity. Her milk is declar- 
ed to be the perfect food, and without it there 
would be no children in the land. For butter and 
eheese the demand is constant, and grows as 
population increase, as wealth accumulates, and 
as the ways and transport means of the western 
world penetrates the less advanced portions of 
the earth. A beefless menu would be a dreary 
affair. And without cowhide everybody would go 
harefoot. The race could be neither properly fed 
nor comfortably shod without the cow. Tho man 
who devotes his life and stakes his fortunes upon 
taking care of her may not in all years make big 
dividends, but his family will not go hungry, nor 
is he likely to be hustled onto the road when his 
hair is grey. 

It is no reflection upon the original souree of 
sixty cent bacon, the prime cause of ‘‘all wool’’ 
clothing, or the faithful horse, to say that the cow 
is the most essential animal of the lot. She contri- 
butes directly and day by day to the table of the 
farmer, for the surplus there is a ready sale, and 
when she is dead the world will pay for her 
carcass and her hide. If we had to do without 
one class of farm stock the cow would be the last 
to be chosen for the sacrifice. The world could 
get along without pork so long as the beef supply 
kept up; it already gets most of its ‘‘wool’’ from 
the eotton plant; and the tractor has displaced 
the work horse to a considerable extent. But 
nobody has yet found out how to manufacture 
milk, and without that and its products we should 
have to revise the whole scale of living in a down- 
ward direction. Bossy has been well called the 
foster-mother of the human race. With all respect 
to her contemporaries in the pasture field, she is 
the wonder worker of the farm. 

Things have not been going well with the cow 
in this part of the world during the last year or 
so. Dry weather has cut down her feed allow- 
ance, and in a terribly large number of cases she 
and her progeny have been sent to the packing 
plants long before their time. Then the Domin- 
ion veterinary sharps came along and found that 
i good many of the noble sisterhood had _ tuber- 
culosis; and they met an even less honored end. 
But like her human neighbor, the cow may caleu- 
late that things have surely got to the worst and 
are likely to get better. Where stock had to be 
sacrificed because of scant pasture and scarce 
fodder, naturally the serubs went first and the 
better grades and pure breds were kept. These 
which ran the gauntlet of the tuberculin test and 
came through safely may count on living out a 
rormal life and producing healthicr off-spring be- 
vause of the weeding out of the diseased members 
The cow of the future years in this 
province is likely to be a better animal than the 
average of the past, one of better breeding, a more 
prolific souree of milk, and a producer of higher 
quality beef. There is even a suggestion in the 
circumstances that the cow may become the aris- 
tocrat of the barnyard before another year has 
passed, and the lordly pig have to surrender the 
laurels he has held since the armies ‘‘over there’’
